That  the  freedom  she  now 
enjoys,  is  th^  greatest  possible;  because  based  upon  the  physical  labor  of  a  black 
oaste;  and  lastly,  that  to  pretend  to  rescue  this  caste  from  their  natural  and  inev- 
itable doom,  isto  oppose  the  first  principle  of  moral  truth — the  inherent  right 
of  the  strongest.     How  far  i  kave  succeeded,  belongs  to  the  candid  to  confess.

APPEAL. 


The  union  of  these  States  must  not  depend  on  false  estimates 
of  things  or  casualties.  When  a  public  journal  of  the  South  shall 
respond  to  a  journal  of  the  North — "You  are  wrong  to  say  that  we 
regard  Slavery  as  a  curse,  or  that  we  look  forward  with  equal  anxie- 
ty with  yourselves,  for  a  day  of  emancipation.  The  South  views 
Slavery  as  an  expedient — as  a  necessary  institution  and  believes  it 
the  eternal  destiny  of  the  negro  population — not  on'y  of  these  States, 
but  of  the  world — whether  by  the  fiat  of  nature,  or  revealed  law,  to 
live  in  bondage  to  the  white  "  I  say  when  this  is  the  case,  it  is 
time  that  a  clear  and  philosophic  exposition  of  our  reasons  for  so 
believing,  should  be  candidly  submitted  to  public  investigation — - 
and  this — that  our  friends  may  be  friends  in  truth,  and  not  after  the 
fant  isies  of  their  own  brains. 

Political  Societies  are,  and  ever  have  been,  as  their  names  indi- 
cate, based  upon  policy  If  we  could  but  resolve  all  our  disputes 
into  this  one  and  only  true  channel,  how  much  unnecessary  anxiety 
and  heart  burning,  would  we  not  consequently  avoid.  In  the  present 
appeal,  I  shall  claim  of  the  North  nothing  more,  and  when  they 
have  heard  me  out,  I  am  posi'ive  that  policy  will  no  longer  remain 
a  victim  to  the  wild  and  reckless  fury  of  fanaticism.  But  strange 
as  it  may  appear,  to  bring  this  subject  in  its  true  light  before  my 
readers — to  excuse  myself  for  thus  publicly  obtruding  my  opinions 
upon  an  enlightened  community,  I  must  crave  the  sympathy  of 
their  patriotism.  The  galling  conviction,  that  we  are  rushing  thus 
headlong  to  destruction,  by  the  policy,  urged  on  by  the  envy  ;.nd 
jealousy  of  a  relentless  foreign  foe — has  irresistibly  impelled  me  to 
the  step.  The  fell  Machaevlh  spirit  of  the  Bi  itish  nation  has  seized 
upon  the  mania  temper  (if  the  times,  and  by  it  would  hurl  us  from 
our  proud  and  lofty  pre-eminence — her  motto  is  "mankind  are  so 
simple  that  the  deceiver  will  never  want  a  dupe  to  let  himself  be 
gulled." 

Let   me   simply  state  the   reasons  which   have     influenced   my 
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belief.  Idle,  visionaries  nre  sedulously  enraged  in  endeavoring  to 
place  a  cluster  of  small  islands  on  the  political  footing  of  an  ex- 
tensive commonwealth:  possessing  and  covering  the  greater  portioa 
of  half  the  civilized  globe — they  would  have  the  immense  aristocra- 
tic lever,  which  alone  upholds  England  in  her  national  existence, 
withdrawn — her  hot  bed  of  intellectual  culture,  equal  to  that  of 
the  most  extensive  potentate  of  Europe,  closed  up — a^ain,  the  vast  me- 
chanical powers,  which  have  elevated  her  to  her  present  politic  1 
importance,  reduced  to  a  mere  brute  force — the  consummate  mercan- 
tile skill,  which  rests  upon  the  experience  of  age  alone,  backed  by 
the  firmest  national  ciedit — intrusted  to  the  management  of  unculti- 
vated knaves,  dohs  a  nd  speculators— in  fine,  they  would  establish 
Great  Britain  as  a  Republic.  It  is  not  for  us  to  say,  that  as  such, 
she  would  scarcely  stand  the  revolution  of  a  twelvemonth,  in  the  pre- 
sent unstable  state  of  intellectual  supremacy,  when  every  hour  brings 
its  theory,  and  every  year  its  policy. 

This  danger  the  statesmen  of  Britain  trace  to  the  influence  of 
American  republicanism.  Instead  of  regarding  their  King  as  a 
public  servant,  whom  policy  has  placed  at  their  head,  they  are  taught 
to  view  him  as  an  usurper,  and  writhe  under  the  feelings,  false  as 
they  are,  of  Slavery.  In  the  same  light  do  they  regard  the  right  of 
primogeniture.national  patronage,  a  navy,and  standing  army, without, 
for  a  moment,  considering  the  absolute  necessity  of  all  these  institu- 
tions, with  a  view  to  their  existence  as  a  nation.  If  then  this  be  the 
case;  if  the  stability  of  England  rests  upon  a  basis,  tha  the  United 
States  of  America,  from  its  very  example,  is  about  to  undermine, 
through  the  blind  infatuation  of  the  English  nation,  is  it  not  plain  that 
the  policy  of  that  government  is  to  be  eternally  on  the  watch  to  destroy 
the  cause  of  fascination?  The  principles  and  proceedings  of  our 
government  are  as  familiar  to  the  British  ministry,  as  their  own; 
and  there  has  never  arisen  a  difficulty  of  the  faintest  hue,  that  has 
not  been  hailed  with  infinite  delight.  If  this  be  the  case,  let  me 
ask  the  citizens  of  America  il  they  are  prepared  to  set  on  foot  a 
machine  which  England  is  not  onlyto  set  the  match  to,  but  to  have  a 
principal  hand  in  the  construction  of?  V.  ho  amongst  us  is  so  blind  as 
not  to  recognize  the  policy  of  that  country  in  depriving  herself  of 
a  few  barren  West  India  Islands,  to  disrupt  a  I'nion,  that  keeps 
her  in  a  state  of  eternal  anarchy,  and  a  rival  withal  in  her  grandest 
schemes.  When  the  missionary  Thompson  was  asked,  'if  he  was  prepa- 
red to  say  whether  the  Union  would  prove  a  sacrifice  to  emancipation," 


was  he  found  uu instructed?  "positively  not,"  he  assured  them,  "  the 
South  dares  not."  Are  the  English  unacquainted  with  the  character 
of  the  Southern  Harry  Percies,  as  we  are  termed?  Did  not  the  Hot- 
spur proceeding,  as  to  Federal  legislation  in  the  Tariff  case,  fill  them 
with  hopes?  and  was  it  not  a  guarantee  to  their  own  proceedings, 
urging  them  precipitately  forward  ?  Did  they  not  know  that  Mr. 
Calhoun  simply  made  use  of  that  first,  unconciliatory  measure,  the 
Tariff,  to  test  the  South  as  to  the  greater,  ut  present  on  foot,  and 
that  he  is  now  urging  the  people  of  the  South  to  look  to  their  rights; 
to  prepare  for  a  bloody  contest;  to  weigh  with  anxiety  the  slightest 
movement,  either  on  the  part  of  our  Northern  fellow  citizens  or  the 
English,  who  must  ever  make  themselves  a  party  in  any  contest  under- 
taken between  us?  I  repeat,  have  we  any  so  blind  as  not  to  understand 
all  this? — and  yet,  how  little  stress  is  laid  upon  it.  "Oh  ye  of  little 
observation" — for  six  thousand  years  has  the  world  been  governed  by 
policy  and  yet  are  you  blinded  by  the  idea  that  it  is  philanthropy!  No 
— the  feelings  of  the  world,  their  propensities,  are  studied,  and  upon 
them,  the  weary  and  politic,  base  their  snares.  Would  the  cold 
statesmen  of  Great  Britain  have  allowed  the  fanatics  of  England  to 
have  wrested  from  her,  trifling  as  they  may  be,  the  profits  of  the  W. 
Indies,  had  they  not  seen  that  it  was  a  means  of  insinuating  the 
wedge  of  disunion  in  America? — that  it  would  place  this  immense 
Republic  in  leading  strings? — when  she  would  only  have  to  pitch  the 
South  against  the  North,  and  any  thing  could  be  effected  by  it?  I 
will  guarantee  the  facts?  Has  the  snare  in  truth  taken  effect,  are 
we  gulled  by  it?  Is  Machaevilli  not  sufficiently  read,  to  make  man 
distrustful  of  appearances — distrustful  of  himself? 

England  is  resolved  to  crush  the  march  of  reform,  as  it  is  called, 
by  dissevering  the  union  of  these  States.  Her  Broughams — her 
Spencers — her  Bells,  are  assiduously  engaged  in  furthering  those  in- 
stitutions which  are  calculated  to  make  her  mechanically  greater. 
Her  physical  force  thus  employed,  will  be  able  to  supply  with  the 
greater  ease,  the  m  >re  extensive  demands  of  foreign  industry,  that 
must  be  created  by  ravages  of  anarchy  in  so  extensive  a  range  of 
civilization;  our  agriculture,  commerce  and  manufactures  suffering 
in  the  direct  ratio  of  our  national  instability.  A  line  of  steam  packets 
are  to  be  establisbed  connecting  her  more  immediately  with  her 
North  American  settlements,  i  er  foreign  policy  generally  is  one  of 
peace,  her  home,  the  most  liberal  possible.  Ireland  would  appear  to 
mov    with  measured  strides  to  an  equality  with  her  sister  Inland's. 


An  American  port  of  entry  is  to  open  on  her  coast.  S!ie  is  to  become 
civilized.  In  fine  main  is  preparing  with  infinite  care  to  take  ad- 
vautrge  of  what  may  occur  in  this  1  md  of  mushroom  Liberty.  The 
holy  Alliance  has  riveted  the  chains  of  monarchy  in  Europe.  The  Eu- 
ropean States  care  nothin  »  for  us.  They  are  within  themselves  too 
powerful  to  fear  our  example — extern  il  force  they  alone  are  to  provide 
against;  and  there  England  as  a  nation,  heads  the  alliance.  Infatua- 
tion, to  suppose  that  republicanism  shall  ever  flourish  in  an  Island 
that  has  only  to  demand  it.  and  Europe  would  unite  to  exterminate 
a  host  of  Republican! -ts.  It  is  the  anarchy  which  our  example  occa- 
sions, together  with  the  dread  of  trusting  herself  within  the  hands  of 
the  rest  of  Europe,  that  necessarily  impels  her  opposition  to  us — It 
is  not  republicanism — but  of  this  anon.  America  remains  alone  the 
legitimate  field  of  revolution;  fratricidal  as  it  may  be,  we  are  for  our- 
selves forging  the  instruments  of  self-destruction. 

The  grounds  of  my  appeal  ire,  first — Tiiat  the  confederated  States 
of  America  embody  as  a  whole,  the  constituent  principles  of  a  great 
nation:  and  secondly — that  organized  as  they  now  are,  they  may  en- 
joy, the  glorious  privilege  of  being  free — divided,  they  htcoine  con- 
temptible ds  nations — re-organized,  contemptible  as  slaves. 

If  I  mistake  not,  to  establish  a  great  nation,  Latitude  should  be 
adopted  as  the  basis,  and  the  limits — from  meridian  South  to  full 
North — that  is,  as  far  as  the  secondary  consideration  of  Topo- 
graphy will  permit,  and  this,  as  to  the  ?»o.<t  profitable,  application 
of  labor — to  live,  being  the  sole  object  of  life — naturally  speak- 
ing. If  this  be  the  case,  and  we  have  simply  to  remember  that  labor 
is  divided  into  several  branches,  each  reciprocally  dependant  on  the 
other,  and  all,  constituting  the  impelling  force  to  action.  Where  a  na- 
tion would  live  within  hersolf.or  compete  for  the  supplies  of  foreign  con- 
sumption— it  is  certainly  most  expedient  for  tier  to  facilitate  and  eco- 
nomize as  strictly  as  possible,  the  necessary  interchange  Oi  productive 
material  In  a  factory  of  arms,  where  each  piece  is  wrought  out  sep- 
arately— intentional  barriers  between  the  different  departments,  would 
not  certainly  be  constructed,  quarrels  would  not  be  originated  with 
the  Salamanders  of  the  forge,  or  the  gi  o  nes  of  .h  mine,  nor  would 
the  proprietors  of.  the  latter  be  obliged  to  relinquish  I  heir  labors  be- 
cause they  necess  11  ily  employed  a  race  of  beings  who  would  rather  im- 
mure themselves  from  the  ligiht  of  day  than  undergo  the  trials  or  fa- 
tigues of  the  external  world?  F  ir  from  it:  they  would  enter  into  strict 
frond*  with  said  proprietors  and  conjointly  facilitate  all  their  mutual 


operations.  If  then  profitable  pursuit,  or  the  profitable  application 
of physical  force,  to  use  the  established  classification  of  the  day,  calls 
for  a  certain  latitudinal  extension,  from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  South, 
to  the  frozen  regions  of  America,  north,  would  constitute  the  neces- 
sary  limits  of  the  United  States. 

Let  us  now  see,  if  the  intellectual  energies  of  civilized  man,  do 
not,  as  emphatically  demand  it.  It  is  not  a  new  theory  that  climate 
operates  singularly  upon  the  nervous  susceptibility  of  the  specie3. 
The  calculation  of  the  North;  the  liberal  views  of  the  middle,  and 
the  enthusiasm  of  the  Southern  section  of  the  American  population 
—when  combined,  either  in  council,  or  the  pursuit  of  certain  ends, 
are  found  to  produce  results,  at  once  calculated  to  ennoble  and  to  ex- 
tend our  sphere  of  thought  and  action.  Again,  when  these  various 
intellectual  temperaments  are  found  in  their  separate  circles,  to  decide 
upon  given  policies,  the  time  which  these  necessarily  occupy,  to  be- 
come con-tituents  of  general  opinion  is  so  great ;  they  have  been 
viewed  through  such  different  mediums,  and  in  such  various  states 
of  excitement,  that  it  requires  no  slight  degree  of  skepticism  to  g  lin- 
say  them — above  all  intellectually  are  the  various  fields  of  exercise, 
presented  by  so  great  a  commonwealth:  first,  the  international ;  next, 
the  national ;  and  lastly,  the  cosmopolitan  character,  that,  by  turns, 
demand  our  interest  and  attention.  The  strict  mental  discipline  of 
the  domes4  ic  circle,  to  guarantee  the  supremacy  of  law ;  the  firm, 
yet  conciliatory  legislation,  under  federal  and  constitutional  restraints; 
the  bold  and  fearless  assertion  of  the  principles  of  freedom  to  a  world 
still  bending  to  the  yoke  of  despotism — these  are  the  fruits  of  an 
exalted  citizenship  ;  these  are  the  sacrifices  that  cry  aloud  against 
the  headlong  fury  of  the  times — Physical  and  intellectual  pursuits; 
the  pride  of  independence,  and  the  pride  of  knowledge:  for  he  who 
has  wrought  out  his  fortune  by  the  one,  and  learned  to  govern  himself 
by  the  other,  has  alone  of  all  the  world,  realized  the  destiny  of  the 
species;  and  can  he  be  said  to  have  done  either,  who  has  not  had  the 
universe  before  him,  and  felt  the  emulation  of  the  fiercest  minds; 
whose  call  for  industry  has  not  covered  a  far  spread  and  enriching 
commerce,  whose  intellectual  associ;  t .ons  have  not  reached  from  the 
full  North  to  the  meridian  South.  The  blighting  prejudice  of  the 
European  world    most  loudly  pleads  to    my  assertions. 

If  then,  we  must  be  sensible  of  the  political  obligations  which  we  are 
under,  of  press  v  w^  our  latitudinal  extent; — if,  on  the  one  hand,  we 
have  included  all  the  climates,  and  therefore,  all  the  branches  of  in- 


ciustry  exerted  to  the  greatest  advantage;  and  on  the  other,  the  stimulus 
to  intellectual  action;  the  proudest,  the  most  philanthropic,  and  the 
most  energetic,  we  have  only  to  ask  the  assent  of  nature  and  of  revela- 
tion as  to  the  principle  involved  in  the  maintenance  of  these  blessings, 
and  with  it,  steadfastly  to  secure  them — this  principle  is  freedom. 
What  is  the  natur  1  acceptation  of  this  term? — free  agency — as  to 
our  immediate  accountability  to  God,  is  stdl  a  question.  The  natu- 
ral developement  of  our  youthful  propensities,  are  the  creatures  of 
example  and  of  education.  The  adult  bonds  of  society  are  through 
lie,  the  paramount  lords  of  our  actions,  and  the  only  positive  idea 
which  we  can  entertain  of  freedom,  is,  that  we  m:  y  enjoy  our  thought* 
and  feelings  to  whatever  extent  it  shall  have  pleased  nature  to  indulge 
them.  What  mean  we  then  by  freedom? — that  we  may  go  as  far  in 
our  actions,  as  human  thought  and  feeling  may  engender  motives? 
This  would  be  Freedom,  could  we  exist  under  it.  But  nature  has 
established  good  and  evil  as  the  proper  equalibrators  of  the  animal 
creation;  hence,  all  freedom  is  relative,  if  this  be  not  an  anomaly. 
The  bird  of  the  air  may  wend  its  flight  into  the  mid  heaven — the  fish 
of  the  sea  into  the  unfathomahle  gulph — but  these  being  without  their 
spheres  of  existence,  they  would  perish.  The  prairie  dog  of  the 
West  is  said  to  be  free,  or  rather  to  live  after  his  own  manner.  The 
domestic  is  not  susceptible  of  the  same  self  control  ;  and  simply  be- 
cause he  is  dependent  upon  the  aid  of  man — he  must  therefore  con- 
form to  human  restrictions,  or  be  exterminated: — but  to  the  relative 
liberty  of  man.  The  western  savage  is  free,  or  rather,  with  his  un* 
civilized  cur,  roams  the  forest — would  he  be  so,  were  the  wild  game 
fled? — can  he  be  made  amenable  to  domestic  culture?  Is  his  nature 
susceptible  of  that  perfect  pliability,  so  essentially  necessary  to  civil- 
ization? Could  his  thoughts  and  feelings  ever  yield  to  discipline? — ■ 
No!  he  must  live  and  perish  with  the  birds  and  wild  deer  of  the  forest. 
What  of  the  slothful  African?  Shall  we  say  that  the  meridian  sun, 
the  pu'py  apple,  and  the  self  preserving  cocoa,  are  as  essential  to 
him.  and  that  he  is  equally  unfit  for  civilization? — for  social  freedom? 
— the  duty  of  supporting  a  self  dependant  existence — a  laborious, 
and  persevering  life — a  life  which  the  floods  and  ebbs  of  fortune  are 
alike  necessary  to? — heie  to  meet  experience,  there  to  avoid  despair 
— her.  to  establish  a  law,  thereto  trace  an  analogy — hereto  compre- 
hend the  Universe,  how  to  calculate  a  pennysworth,  how  to  take  cog- 
nizance of  centuries,  then  to  graduate  minutes — are  they  susceptible 
of  that  refinement  of  feeling  which  is  the  only  true  basig  of  morality, 


and  through  it,  of  society? — are  they  alive  to  those  anxieties,  which 
alone  penetrate  into  the  womb  of  time,  and  draw  forth  preparation, 
prudence,  precaution — that  nervous  susceptibility  to  curiosity — doubt 
— which  urges  to  investigation,  making  man  the  fertile  souice  of  all 
those  blessings,  of  the  heart  expanded,  and  the  mind  improved?  Is 
he,  in  fact,  a  being  capable,  of  self  preservation? — when  exposed  to 
difficulties,  which  require  abstraction,  analysis  or  deduction  ?  Are 
their  feelings  alive  to  nervous  fervour,  to  flights  of -fancy,  to  the  de- 
lights of  intellectual  existence?  Are  they  susceptible  of  a  high-toned, 
patriotic  devotion:  to  an  exalted  adherence  to  principle?  Or,  are  they 
not  the  victims  of  superstition,  locately  and  imitation:  the  slaves  of 
vanity,  the  dupes  of  cunning,  and  the  loathed  of  pride.  Can  they 
be  civilized?  Can  they  as  a  nation,  contend  against,  emulate,or  as- 
sociate with  the  whites'?  If  not,  what  prospect  is  there  for  them  ? 
If  unequal,  how  then  free?  Colonization  is  in  vain.  We  regard 
the  Indian  tribes  as  national  :  do  we  respect  them  ? — they 
are  treated  as  their  wild  dogs.  Will  the  Colony  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, on  the  Southern  Coast  of  Africa,  do  more  for  those  transpor- 
ted there? — No  sooner  shall  the  United  States  disrupt — No  sooner 
shall  England  require  the  services  of  her  West  Indies — than  the 
truths  of  this  appeal,  will  be  upheld — the  blacks  seized,  and  again 
worked,  or  disposed  of  to  their  slave-holding  friends  of  the  South- 
ern Republic.  I  contend  that  St.  Domingo  is  now  open  to  invasion. 
a  Paradise  to  Energy — transformed  into  a  den  for  Sloth  and  Tyran- 
ny— how  long  it  will  remain  so,  belongs  to  the  enterprizing  French 
Monarch  to  decide.  But  is  the  white-man  susceptible  of  freedom? — 
Is  he  capable  of  that  self-control,  which  would  enable  him  to  avail 
himself  of  the  relations  of  good  and  evil?  In  the  direct  ratio  of  the 
savage,  as  a  being  of  rest — do  I  regard  the  white-man  as  a  being  of 
action  I  define  freedom — the  civil  liberty  of  a  race,  prone  to  ac- 
tion— physical  and  intellectual,  but  so  constituted,  as  to  be  capable 
of  ruling  the  former  by  the  latter.  To  be  free,  then,  man  must  be  so 
circumstanced,  as  to  have  the  economy  of  the  physical  system,strict- 
iy  subservient  to  that  of  the  intellectual.  It  remains  for  us  to  see  if 
he  does  enjoy  this  advantage  as  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  un- 
der its  present  organization. 

Let  us  connect  our  two  arguments — the  latitudinal  extent  of  Ame- 
rica, and  her  peculiar  civil  organization — Freedom  farther,  is  the 
only  condition  by  which  we  live  to  enjoy  physical  and  intellecuiaj 
life — an  expansive  territory,and  the  benign  influence  of  mind, extend-

fhg  itself  throughout  its  spacious  area.  Is  it  not,in  its  Rt publican  form, 
based  equally  with  monarchy,  upon  the  slavery  of  the  many.  If  so, 
what  constitutes  the  difference  in  governments  ?  Why  are  Russia, 
Prussia,  and  Austria  absolute,  while  France  and  England  are  limited 
Monarchies?  Why  is  America  more  liberal  still  ?  Let  us  decide  the 
general  question  first :  Manual  labor, is, to  the  excitable  human  being, 
under  certain  restrictions,  agony — his  young  fancy,  cultivated  or 
uncultivated,  indulges  in  its  flights;his  ardent  taste  for  knowledge.even 
in  his  youth,  has  stored  up  food  for  thought;  his  soul  has  glowed  with 
emulation;  and  henceforth,  though  his  limbs  perforin  their  office, 
though  his  body  bend  subservient  to  the  yoke  ;  his  mind  must  ever 
wile  him  from  his  toils — his  thought,  so  feed  upon  itself,  as  to  exhaust 
the  very  source  of  its  perception — in  fine, the  intellect  must  pass  away, 
and  the  mere  animal  remain,  as, brutalized  and  besotted — a  slave — a 
tool — an  instrument  in  the  han  ds  of  a  master.  Iiere  have  we  the  pa- 
rent of  the  many — the  father  of  slaves;  hence,  inasmuch  as  there 
are  abject  laborers  in  a  community,  insomuch  are  there  men  inca- 
pable of  freedom — or  slaves.  If  then,  we  remark, that  as  the  different 
powers  of  Europe,  rule  over  men,  varying  in  temperament,  as  their 
Empires  differ  in  climes;  so  will  the  degrees  of  degradation  from  toil, 
be  observed  to  graduate;  and  the  government  which  is  instituted  to  di- 
rect the  more  abject,  be  found  the  most  republican,  or  require  the 
least  energy.  In  direct  proportion  with  the  ignorance  of  the  laboring 
classes  in  England  and  France,  do  we  find  them  reduced  to  compar- 
ative political  expedients.  Italy  and  Spain  enjoy  a  similar  lenity  of 
rule  from  the  instinctive  lethargy  of  the  people  and  the  Asian  Sultan 
is  an  exception  only  from  the  too  great  power  of  his  nobles.  Hence 
to  the  most  important  question,  Why  is  America  yet  more  liberal? 
Why  is  America  a  Republic  ? — her  laborers  a?r  Africans.  This  is 
the  present  organization  of  society — change  it,  and  so  sure  as  the 
North  and  South  shall  become  two  distinct,  and  comparatively  insig- 
nificant nations,  so  sure  shall  the  former,  unsupported  by  the  latter, 
find  itself  within  the  bonds  of  an  abject  despotism.  Are  the  North- 
ern citizens  superior  to  the  Prussian? — Liberty  has  only  spoiled  them, 
and  they  will  require  the  heavier  manacle. 

I  have  here  succinctly  stated  and  closed  my  two  arguments  of 
chief  importance.  Now,  let  me  expose  the  views  of  the  South  as 
to  the  propriety  of  holding  the  negro  in  bondage  (I  shall  qualify  no 
expression) :  and  next,  let  me  give  a  rough  sketch  of  the  character 
ol  these  bonds,  and  the  necessity  governing  them 
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Is  it  consistent  with  propriety,  with  the  laws  of  nature,  that  we 
maintain  the  freedom  of  our  institutions,  upon  the  slavery  of  the  Af- 
rican race?  Would  you  place  a  heiiig  possessed  of  eyes,  to  turn  a 
lath  wheel,  having  a  sightless  one?  Would  you  consign  a  Burns  to 
the  sod,  having  a  dronish  African  at  haud? — and  why  not?  Because 
the  intrinsic  happiness  of  life's  vocations  are  the  same,  when  we 
cousi  !er  here,  t>.e  nervous  or  intellectual  exercise  required,  and  there 
the  muscular.  The  upturned  daisy  vibrates  on  a  thousand  chords  of 
pleasure,  which  it  wo  dd  be  cruel  to  withhold  the  nervous  mind  from. 
The  African  savage  traces  no  relationship,  no  abstruse  resemblance: 
I  regard  him  as  belonging  exclusively  to  the  soil:  as  naturally  apper- 
taining to  those  muscular  exertions  which  require  no  thought.  In 
the  Indian,  as  given  to  the  chase,  the  scope  of  thought  is  greater* 
but  still  not  eq  ml  to  those  combinations,  which  are  necessary  to  the 
extensive  relations  pertaining  to  civilized  society.  This,  as  to  the 
expediency  of  exerting  the  undeniable  right  of  the  strongest;  now,  as 
to  the  necessity  of  the  case:  The  Indian  is,  in  self  defence,  obliged 
to  fly  before  the  scythe  of  civilization,  to  follow  on  the  wild  game  of 
the  forest,  or  to  suffer  the  penalty  of  extermination.  On  the  other 
hand,  as  the  fruits  of  the  earth  are  not  spontaneous  in  this  country, 
it  is  necessary  that  the  African  should  labor  for  them:  and  if  he  wil* 
nof  do  so  voluntarily,  that  he  be  made.  What  have  we  from  the  in- 
anima-e,  sluggish,  self  abasing  menial,  either  by  nature  or  the  re- 
vealed curse  of  God? — possesse  1  of  an  eternity  of  freedom,  and  his 
whole  amount  of  knowledge,  is  derived  from  the  traditionary  legends 
•f  some  equally  unidealizing  dolt, — he  listens,  and  his  nerves  retain 
— beyond  this,  the  -ciense  of  either  external  or  internal  nature  lays 
a  blank.  These  are  undeniable  facts,  where  the  Negro  has  by  the 
knowledge  of  books,  gone  into  more  lengthy  trains  of  thought,  he  is 
found  to  attend  chiefly  to  the  narrative,  and  sometimes  perhaps  to  the 
graohic  delineation  necessary  but  nothing  farther.  Geographic  know- 
jedgemay  be  assumed  as  the  utmost  extent  of  the  negro's  intellectual 
relish, an  enjoyment  still  confined  to  the  immediate  animal  senses — the 
mind's  eye — or  the  faculty  of  reproducing  sensations,and  of  selecting 
from  them, being  altogether  inefficient  in  their  degree  of  nervous  deve- 
lopement.  No  one  can  deny  the  necessity  of  colored  slavery  in  the  Sou- 
thern States — no  one  can, the  crpcdienry, when  thev  regard  the  natural 
adaptation  of  the  negro,  both  to  the  culture  and  climate  of  the  South* 
On  the  score  of  the  natural  tendency  of  things,  there  cannot  be  a  ques- 
tion     I  have  contrasted  the   comparative  states  of  intellectual  im- 
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piovement  of  the  two  species,  and  the  control  of  intellect  over  the 
muscular  system,  being  universally  recognized — knowledge  always 
power — when  the  habitable  elobe  becomes  a  subject  of  contest,  be- 
tween the  w  ;aker  and  stronger,  what  is  the  inevitable  consequence? 
— tie  weakest  arc  necessarily  made  subservient.  The  amalgama- 
tion o^the  species,  is,  and  must  be  in  the  sight  of  God,  sacrilege — his 
adorable  essence  is  only  seized  upon  by  the  purest — most  PlatoniG 
refinement  of  our  unadulterated  intellect  ;  how  can  we  suppose  to 
please  him,  by  reducing  this  standard  ?  it  is  contrary  to  natural  desire 
— to  the  most  refined  sentiments  of  the  white  race.  It  may  be  con- 
tended that  of  this  globe,  there  arc  portions  peculiarly  adapted  to 
the  African— the  spontaneously  productive  regions  of  their  aboriginal 
coast-  -and  that  the  whites  will  never  invade  these.  It  may  be  found 
to  be  the  case — but  the  experiment  is  note  trying  ;  the  white  colony 
at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  are  not  stationary.  The  same  may  be  said 
of  the  unhealthy  character  of  the  southern  sections  of  the  Union — 
but  are  the  fruits  of  the  earth  equally  productive  with  the  climes  of 
Africa?  Is  it  not  by  the  toil  of  six  long  months,  that  the  simplest 
harvests  are  performed,  and  the  remaining  six,  as  diligently  employ- 
ed in  preparing  the  soil  ?  The  utmost  scientific  skill, satisfactorily  es- 
tablishes this — what  then  would  a  race,  constituted  to  subsist  on  the 
spontaneous  productions  of  the  earth,  do  here,  unless  obliged  ?  It  is 
a  point  of  knowledge  not  generally  received, that  Southern  cultivation 
is  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  negro — that  he  will  follow  as  a  driver 
an  established  routine --but  is  unequal  to  the  transfer  of  attention 
from  one  labour  to  another,  should  certain  circumstances  direct  it; 
--this  department  belonging  necessarily  to  the  white  agent  or  over- 
seer. The  simple  process  of  calculating  the  proper  or  proportionate 
application  of  power — where  danger  threatens — is,  as  we  philosoph- 
ically contend,  quite  beyond  their  comprehension.  What  then  is  the 
prospect  of  those  who  would  unnerve  the  sinewsofthis  immense  re- 
public, by  entrusting  the  rich  staples  of  rice,  cotton  and  sugar,  to  the 
arc  of  an  improvident,  unimproveable  race  of  beings.  The  grey- 
headed, and  the  most  imptoved  youth,  are  equally  unfit  for  intellec- 
tual supervision.  Their  brutal  propensity  to  tyrannize,  make^them 
fit  instruments  for  pushing  on  physical  labor,  but  nothing  more;  and 
here  the  strictest  injunctions  are  positively  laid  down,  all  infractions 
being  attended  with  the  utmost  rigor.  Here  then  are  facts,  which 
would  lead  us  to  believe,  jegarding  the  natural  tendency  of  things — 
that  the  southern  section  of  the  Union  will  be  perpetually  th»  seat  of 
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Colored  slave  labor— for  the  whites  are  not  acclimatable.and  can  only 
bestow  the  intellectual  supervision  necessary.  As  to  the  relinquish- 
ment of  the  rich  culture  of  these  staples,  only  shews  how  blind  and 
deluded  those  are,  who  urge  on  the  dire  crisis  now  threatening.  The 
Southern  States  uncultivated,  and  what  would  become  of  the  North- 
ern? What  exports  supply  the  national  treasury,  through  the  return 
trade? — what  commerce  gives  daily  bread  to  the  northern  sailor,  or  a 
channel  to  the  Northern  capitalist?  What  raw  materials  supply  their 
factories — what  market  consumes  their  products.  Will  the  negro, 
without  producing,  be  able  to  consume — does  he  ever  purchase  more 
than  a  Sunday  suit,  to  gratify  his  vanity — a  being  satisfied  with  the 
grovelling  necessities  of  life — unsusceptible  of  pride  or  self  respect. 
The  manufacturers  are  aware  of  this.  The  southern  district  is  the 
seat  of  agriculture,  and  must  ever  remain  so.  The  negro  is  the 
only  competent  laborer  in  this  branch  of  industry;  and  he  must  be 
superintended  by  white  men  to  be  available.  What  now  becomes  ol 
the  theory  of  Emancipation,  Colonization,  or  Amalgamation,  either 
before  God,  or  the  laws  of  nature.  The  last  is  reported  as  a  prevalent 
opinion  at  the  North — Southern  legislation  opposes  it,  on  the  ground 
of  the  deterioration  produced  on  the  negro  constitution  ;  the  mulatto 
being  comparatively  disqualified  for  the  trials  of  climate  and  labor. 
Now  as  the  resources  of  this  country  proceed  in  their  developement, 
the  necessity  of  this  peculiar  organization  of  society,  becomes  daily 
more  palpable — the  globe  is  the  unrestricted  inheritance  of  civiliza- 
tion—the world  is  daily  more  civilized.  Hence,  when  the  question  of 
supremacy  is  agitated,  the  result  must  be  to  the  advantage  of  the 
white  race. 

I  have  here  advanced  the  opinions  entertained  by  the  South  ou 
this  momentous  question.  I  will  ever  forcibly  contend  against  the 
policy  of  any  measure  on  the  part  of  the  North,  to  deteriorate  the 
tenure  of  slave  property.  We  have  the  positive  right  as  the  stronger 
to  the  subserviency  of  the  weaker — as  men,  capable  of  the  enjoyment 
of  civilized  liberty,  to  the  use  of  those  who  arc  not.  Freedom  is 
relative — conventional.  The  English  are  free,  as  an  entirely  white 
population  will  allow  them  to  be.  America,  on  a  different  footing,  en- 
joys a  different  degree.  But  the  Northern  States  are  said  to  be  equally 
free  with  the  Southern,  and  yet  have  no  slaves.  This  remains  to  bt 
proven — let  them  disunite  from  the  South;  and  in  the  space  of  a  few 
years,  mobocracy  will  impel  her  to  a  different — very  different,  state 
of  things.    If  she  should  find  herself  enjoying  the  equality  of  England, 
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1  repeat,  it  will  be  fortunate  for  her.  But  it  is  contended  that  the 
Northern  States  constitute  the  nerve  and  sinew  of  the  Union — I  allow 
it  on  the  score  of  external  invasion — but  on  that  of  internal  anarchy, 
the  South  unquestionably  supports  the  confederacy.  It  is  here  that 
the  white  race  are  emphatically  Irte — partially  exempt  from  the  mus- 
cular offices  of  life — their  intellects  retain  a  proper  elasticity — they 
have  an  eye  especially  to  its  cares — this  makes  them  weary  and  reso- 
lute— they  feel  in  truth  the  responsibility  to,  and  dependence  on  self 
— the  primary  constituents  of  a  right  to  self  government.  As  long 
as  the  North,  South,  E;itt,  aud  West,  are  combined,  the  march  of  an- 
archy is  cut  off — the  head  of  revolt  is  priced — and  while  we  shall 
remain  satisfied  to  legislate  with  perfect  sincerity,  concession,  and 
good  faith,  the  various  latitudinal  advantages  we  enjoy,  must  perpe- 
tuate our  blessings.  A  contracted  view  of  national  or  worldly  policies, 
must  ever  prove  the  destroyer  of  human  society.  The  doubt  existing 
in  the  minds  of  many,  as  te  the  future  result  of  things,  takes  from 
that  peculiar  character  of  property,  which,  as  advocates  of  the  free- 
dom we  possess,  we  should  always  regard  as  pertaining  to  the  negro 
— this  observation  is  intended  especially  to  the  Southerner.  Tell  me 
not  of  philanthropy — it  is  policy,  by  making  them  free,  we  enslave 
ourselves,  by  regarding  them  as  equals,  they  become  themselves 
impressed  with  the  idea,  and  the  necessary  consequence  is  disatisfac- 
tion  and  revolt.  The  aristocrat  of  Europe, — the  free — live  by  the 
sweat  of  the  poor,  a  conventional  lower  caste  of  whites.  The  free  of 
America  upon  that  of  a  caste  of  blacks.  It  is  a  short  sighted  view, 
which  confines  the  free  under  this  acceptation — to  the  Southern  slave- 
holder^ nabob  as  he  is  called,  it  holds  equally  with  all  who  enjoy  the 
privilege  of  government  under  such  a  system.  I  repeat,  if  the  South 
was  disunited  from  the  North,  the  latter  could  not  possibly  be  free 
they  would  forthwith  be  obliged  to  establish  castes.  Now, the  pro- 
ducers of  the  raw  material — the  tillers  of  the  earth — the  muscubr 
race  being  black,  or  the  largest  portion,  it  relieves  the  North  of  the 
burthen  of  production,  not  of  the  same  material,  for  the  climate  for- 
bids, but  of  an  equivalent  for  reciprocal  interchange;  for  in  the  event 
of  disunion,  traffic  would  be  cut  off,  and  the  artificial  vocations  of 
life  comparatively  diminished — labor  becoming  local  or  internal. — 
For,  as  is  plain,  the  denser  population  of  England  would  afford  to 
supply  the  Southern  market  cheaper  with  the  wrought  material;  and 
we  should  only  obtain  from  our  neighbors,  trifling  returns  of  hay. cornfr 
and  wheat,  as  a  necessary  compensation,  for  their  limited  demand*. 
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»n  our  raw  material.  Now.this  unintellectual  labor,  this  muscular  ox 
brute  force,  is  the  slave  material  all  over  the  world,  and  if  there  were 
a  greater  demand  for  it  in  the  Northern  States,  it  would  generate  the 
necessity  of  establishing  castes,  and  of  maintaining  these,  by  force, 
or  monarchy. 

I  have  then  shewn,  that  the  only  basis  of  northern  freedom  is  the 
eolored  labor  of  the  South.  I  have  shewn  that  it  is  not  the  expecta- 
tion of  the  Southern  States,ever  to  change  this  labor — with  us,  philan- 
thropically  speaking, it  is  simply  a  question  of  slavery  or  death.  Shall 
we  drive  the  African  upon  the  western  savage,  or  oblige  him  to  labor? 
If  the  latter  be  the  dictate  (considering  his  natural  or  divine  servility) 
of  both  conscience  and  policy,  slavery  is  the  immediate  consequence. 
Why  then  a  momentary  doubt  as  to  the  course  of  the  North  towards 
the  South,  where  a  point  at  issue  is  so  clear. 

But  there  is  one  more  observation  necessary  before  closing  this 
subject,  connected  with  the  feelings  of  both  parties.  What  is  this 
slavery,  that  appears  so  heinous  in  the  eyes  of  the  world?  Have  the 
travellers  in  Africa  written  false  histories.7 — have  the  present  statistics 
of  the  Haytien  empire  been  read  in  vain?  How  does  the  feudal  sys- 
tem adopted  at  the  South,  compare  with  the  brutality  of  the  one 
country,  or  the  tyranny  of  the  other?  I  will  merely  take  up  a  single 
position — as  to  the  greater  positive  good,  growing  out  of  constitutional 
slavery,  than  is  to  be  found  in  an  unnatural  warring  against  igno- 
rance, tyranny  and  superstition,  either  in  Saint  Domingo  or  Africa. 
I  have  assumed  with  .Mr.  Jefferson,  that  the  negro's  nervous  system 
differs  from  the  white  man's,  inasmuch  as  that  it  is  less  susceptible, 
as  well  to  disease, as  excitements  of  every  kind — that  while  the  white's 
predominant  propensity,  is  action,  the  negro's  is  rest;  and  simply, be- 
cause his  legitimate  food  is  the  spontaneous  fruits  of  the  earth.  This 
rule  observed  in  his  government,  accounts  (or  the  greater  satisfaction 
which  the  transported  African  enjoys  in  this  country,  over  his  native 
land;  and  again, in  being  owned  by  an  intelligent  master,  rather  than 
one, subject  to  change  and  innovation,  the  base  and  tyrannical  black 
slave-holder, being  especially  detested — it  is  simply,that  he  seeks  quiet. 
—The  subjection  to  want,  the  eternal  warfare,  the  abject  slavery  en- 
dured in  Africa;  is  strikingly  contrasted  with  the  stability  of  civilized 
life — He  performs  his  duty  and  enjoys  his  rights.  Let  me  sketch  the 
comparative  offices  of  the  master  and  slave,  as  witnessed  by  the  Af- 
rican labourers  of  the  South.  There  are  two  distinct  districts  of  culti- 
vation in  the  slave-holding  States,  the  healthy  and  unhealthy.  In  the 


former,  the  white  man  is  equally  engaged  with  the  negro.  The  mas* 
ter  and  slave  till  the  earth   together,  and  however  laborious  the   toil, 
however  great  the  exposure,  we  find  him  dividing  the  difficulty.  On 
the  Sea  Islands  the  case  is  similar,  the  master  although  not  found  at 
the  head  of  his  workers  in  manual  labor,  is  always  in  his  fields,  laying 
out,  directing  and  planning,  the   climate  sanctioning  equally  the  ex- 
posure; but  is  he  less  familiar  with  his  negroes? — less  their  guide  and 
friend? — On  the  river  swamps  and  interior  Cotton  growing  Districts 
there  are  greater  difficulties,  and  although  the  master  is  ever  present 
during  the  healthy  season,  making  preparations  for  his  absence — al- 
though he  is  equally  desirous  of  conciliating  the  favor  and  confidence 
of  his  dependants,  yet   when  he  remembers    that  the  five  months  of 
summer  must  come,  and  that  the  contrast  of  master   and  agent   may 
be  too  sensibly  felt,  both  to  their  own  and  his  cost,  a  greater  distance 
it  preserved,  and  he  is  less  intimate  with  their  private    affairs  and  in- 
terests.  But  there  are  several  works  on  the  subject,and  simply  adding 
that  the  master  is  amenable  to  the  laws  for  undue  exhibitions  of  cru- 
elty, I  will  merely  apply  this  principle  to  the  present  political   state 
of  Italy.  How  much  more  advantageous  would  it  be  were  the  malaria 
districts  of  that   devoted    country,    under  the  cultivation  of  an  accli- 
matable  race  of  Africans, than  ravaged  as  they  now  are,  by  an  Arabic 
horde  of  improvable  human  beings.    Once  subject  that  fertile  region 
to  the  precise  culture  of  the  American  forms,  and  it  would   afford  a 
granary  to  Italy,  that  would  enable  her  to  operate  profitably  with  her 
present   vagrant  popuiai ion  in   whatever  fields   of  industry  she  may 
chuse.     Then  would  she  again  look  to  that  intellectual  elevation  on 
the  scale  of  nations, which  she  once  so  pre-eminently  enjoyed.    It  was 
this  degree  of  slavery,  that  supported  the  basis  of  the  ancient  Republic; 
Who  cries  out  here  "for  shame"?  What  house  now  sits  upon  the  Eng- 
lish Throne?   What   distinguished  nation  suffered,  or  rather  courted, 
the  control  of  a  Corsican  Adventurer?  and   why  may   not  the  barba- 
rous tribes  of  Africa,  seek  shelter  from  ignorance  and  persecution — 
from  want  and  distraction,  under  the  judicious  government  of  an  en* 
lightened  community.  I  repeat,  that  I  look  upon  the  negro  as  pertain- 
ing to  the  soil.  I  am  free  to  say,  that  we  are   wrong  in  ruling   them 
by  other  than  the  feudal  laws,  the  cities  expose  them  truly  to  the  gall- 
ings  of  slavery.  They  become  self-opiniated,  dissatisfied  and  revolu- 
tionary. The  negro  is  himself  aware  of  this — he  knows  that  he  is  to 
labor  and  feeis  himself  fit  for  nothing  else. 
With  these  views  then-^-If  this  be  a  true  statement  of  the  Gase#*. 
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issue  between  the  North  and  South — if  the  most  extensire  treatment 
of  the  subject  still  leaves  it  a  mystery  of  nature — a  something,  which 
light  from  the  womb  of  time  can  alone  inform  us  on  ;  what  does  the 
Evening  Post,  of  New- York  mean,  when  it  speaks  of  "present  discus- 
sion"?    Does  it  intend,that  although  it  is  unconstitutional  to  canvass 
the  question    at  large,  as  a   policy  reserved  by  the  States,  that  the 
District  of  Columbia,  making  no  such  reservation,  affords    a  ground 
for  federal  legislation?     The  object  of  the  grant  to  that  District  was 
first  the  personal  security  of  the  Delegates;  and  secondly,  the  preser- 
vation of  strict  federal  legislation — Congress  being  able  by  it  to  take 
such  measures  for  self  preservation,  and  the  maintenance  of  law,  as 
they,  on  emergencies,  should  see  fit.     By  my  views  of  government, 
and  of  the  governed,  the  most  inoffensive  class  of  laboreis,  should  be 
exclusively  used  in  the  District;  this,  that  no  undue  advantage  should 
be  taken  of  the  muscular  force  of  the  county,  to  suppress  the  nervous 
or  intellectual.     But  further,  if  Washington  be  the  seat  of  general  gov- 
ernment— if  the  negro  be  a  subject,  under  certain  restrictions,  of  that 
government,  and  his  responsible  master  should  see  fit  to  impress  him 
with   he  majesty  of  legislation,  by  taking  him  to  Washington,  as  we 
now  exhibit  the  Indian  Black  Hawk — is  it  proper  that  the  peculiar 
organization  of  society  in  that  place  should  prohibit  him?     This  was 
clearly  a  first  consideration  on  the  part  of  Congress,  apart  from  the 
economy,  convenience  and  satisfaction  of  the  farmer  taking  with  him 
his  favorite,  or  even  necessary  servant.     But  is  the  Evening  Post  pre- 
pared to  say  that  Congress  will  legislate  the  question?     Are  the  Nor- 
thern States  blind  enough  to  believe  it? — if  so,  in  truth,  have  the  En- 
glish effected  their  object — in   truth,  has   the  thunderbolt  sped— in 
truth  is  America  reduced  to  the  state  of  a  howling  wilderness.    The 
Northern  States  may  boast  of  their  fertile  vallies,  their  lovely  plains, 
their  rich  cities,  their  populous  suburbs;  but  do  they  forget  that  these 
are  still  limited,  contrasted  with  the  immense  extent  of  country — that 
when  they  attempt,  with  all  their  energy,  the  slightest  competition 
with  European  merchandize,  where  the  price  of  wages  regulates  the 
profits,  they  are  forced  to  sue  for  national  aid — that  in  comparison  to 
England,  France,  Germany,  or  Holland,  they  are  yet  a  barren  waste? 
I  ask,   are  the  States  prepared  to  guarantee  that  Congress,         « 
tion  at  least,  wiil  deign  to  legislate  the  question  of  our  colored  popu- 
lation.    I,   for  one,  would  say,  that  the  States  cannot  possibly  risk 
their  prosperity  on  the  cast — it   would  be  madness — their  very   wives 
and  little  ones,  who  now  merely  support  themselves  by  twelve   hour* 
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hard  labor,  through  the  trade  of  the  Southern  States,  would  rise  up. 
against  them,  and  cry  "for   shame  ;  do  you  not  know   your  interests 
better?— are   you  about  to  reduce  us  all  to  beggary,   to  increase   the 
number  of  idlers,  congregated  about  the   by-ways  of  our  great  cities, 
and  feeding  upon  the  toil  of  our  hands,  shaving,  dusting  and  polishing 
your  slippers, with  the  return  of  so  many  pence  for  an  old  suit  for  Sun- 
day   exhibition.     In  truth,  we  cannot  but    listen  with  respect  to  the 
Pcrciesof  the  South,  as  you  call  them.     They  have  saved  us  already 
from  the  goadings  of  our  monopolies,  who  would  have,  by  an  exorbi- 
taut  Tariff,  kept  us  to  the  spinning  jennies  lot  fourteen  hours  of  the 
day;  and  now  they  say  right  in  warning  us  against  a  policy  that  must 
even  take  from  us  llie  pittance  of  twelve  hours  labor,    We  will  listen 
to   them — they  fear  nothing  for  themselves — any  undue  interference 
on  our    part,    will  open  a  direct  communication  from    Charleston  to 
the  European  markets,  and  this  once  effected,  New  York  with  all  her 
boasted  wraith,  is  gone — the  capital  of  Liverpool, would  alone, thrown 
into  the  Charleston  trade,  ruin  the  former;  and  would  not  this  he  the 
immediate  result  of  foiced  measures  on  the  part  of  the  North?  Would 
not  the  factories  here  stop  work? — the   export  of  corn  cease?     Has 
not  England  more  than   enough  to  supply  the  South,    by  her  return 
vessels?      Ireland  would  become  at  once  the  granary  of  tie  Southern 
States — and  all  for  what?     To  increase  the   list  of  St.  Domingo  va- 
grants on  the  face   of  the  earth.     Do   the    laws   of  nature  allow  the 
destruction  of  the  canine  species,  in  the  event  of  their  over  population, 
other  than  by  implication?     No—  why  then  do  we  shoot  them  in   the 
dog-days?— do  they  sanction  the  extetmination  of  the  Indian  tril  es, 
a  race,  the  noblest  of  our  land  have  gloried  in  claiming  relationship 
with,  and  yet  are  we  not  persecuting  them  even  to  destruction?  We 
say  that  they    are    unfit  for  the  blessings  of  civilization,   and    must 
therefore  give  place:  and  here,  although  you    are  ready  to  immolate 
the  African  race  who  infest  your  streets,  upon  the  altar  of  .he  same 
civilization,  you   pretend    to  preach  forbearance  to  those,  whom  ne- 
cessity, together  with  civilization,  has  obliged  to  use  a  milder  alter- 
native.  Husbands,  you  read  to  us  and  to  our  little  ones,  the  promises 
of  the  bible:  you  tell  the    coming   of  peace,   of  the    millennium,   the 
union  of  God's  people  into  one  flock,  one   fraternity — are  there  none 
!  out  for  eternal  subserviency?  for  a  servility  beneath  the  close 
K.nds  which  are  here  promised?  the  savage  drives  before  civilization 
n  '    this,  from  hisoffensiveness,his  ciafty,  unsocial  nature  :  the  ne- 
•o  would    accompany  him  from  his  sloth  and  uncleanliness,  were  it 
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not  that  lie  ii  protected  by  a  servility,  width  would  rather  live  in  ser- 
vitu  Ic  than  support  itself.  The  negro  would  prefer  serving  a  master 
to  trusting  to  his  own  physical  exertions.  The  alternative  is  before 
him.  Do  we  find  it  adopted?  Does  he  fly  from  the  sight — the  control 
of  those  who  are  bred  and  born  in  bondage.  Does  he  fly  to  Afri- 
ca to  prove  to  the  world  that  his  race  is  worthy  of  God's  remission 
of  the  curse  p'aced  upon  it?  Can  he  be  better  able  to  appreciate  his 
maker?  Is  he  not  at  the  present  moment  as  improved  as  were  the 
poor  fishermen  who  had  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation  entrusted  to 
them?  Are  there  not  thousands,  who  have  wealth  enough  to  estab- 
lish themselves  comfortably  in  Africa?  No,  none  with  sufficient  soul, 
to  raise  themselves  to  the  level  of  human  nature — the  curse  of  God  is 
upon  them;  and  the  days  of  the  millennium  will  either  find  them  ex- 
tinct or  stdl  the  servant  of  the  sons  of  Japhet.  These  remonstrances 
I  have  drawn  from  the  common  sense  of  the  females  of  New-Eng- 
land; could  1  dare  add  the  remonstrancec  of  the  Southern  wives 
and  mothers,  and  the  appeal  would  be  yet  more  strong. 

No.  fellow  citizens!  The  South  is  resolved  to  maintain  their  pre- 
sent organization — their  present  institutions;  they  at  least  have  de- 
termined to  be  free.  They  say  besides,  that  a  government  which 
does  not  recognize  the  palpable  truths  on  which  these  resolves  are 
based,  is  not  fit  to  rule  over  them:  and  however  much  they  may  regret 
a  rupture  of  the  confederacy — however  solemnly  and  devotedly  they 
may  be  bound  to  it,  they  must  obey  the  dictates  of  policy — they 
must  prefer  freedom  to  fanaticism.  Yes — rather  would  they  renounce 
their  "federal  bonds" — rather  forego  their  national  distinction,  than 
yield  an  inheritance  bequeathed  them  by  their  ancestors,  an  order 
o      ociety  essential  to  their  Liberty. 

To  sum  up  these  observations, first  then  as  to  the  degradation  which 
attaches  to  the  fact,  that  the  fanaticism  of  an  enlightened  republic,  is 
jto  be  made  the  instrument  in  the  hands  of  a  foreign  power,  to  disu- 
nite a  confederacv,  against  whose  success  it  is  enviously,  jealously  f 
and  politically  exasperated. — Secondly,  That  the  same  delusion  which 
prevents  us  from  discovering  our  danger — prevents  us  from  under- 
standing the  glorious  inheritance,  we  ate  about  to  forfeit, — Thirdly, 
That  the  enjoyment  of  freedom  as  a  birthright,  has  rendered  its  pos- 
session so  positive,  that  a  clear  conception  of  its  character,  is  altogeth- 
er lost  sight  of. — Fourthly,  that  this  misconception,  would  lead  us  to 
suppose  it  appreciable  by  a  race,  by  nature  servile  — Fifthly,  That 
the  globe  is  the  inheritance  of  civilization, and  that  all  tribes  or  clashes 
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unequal  to  its  blessings,  arc  either  intended  by  God  as  the  slaves  of 
their  superiors,  or  with  the  gradual  extermination  oftheir  uncultivatible 
means  of  support,  to  endure  a  similar  fate,  equality  of  nature  alone 
inducing  a  community  of  right  ;  the  latter,  the  primary  constituent 
in  the  construction  of  society.  I  regard  the  free  blacks  of  the  north- 
ern cities,  an  excresence  upon  their  political  economy — consumers, 
without  being  in  the  slightest  degree  connected  with  production. — 
Sixthly,  That  this  destiny  of  the  negro,  is  the  only  true  basis  of  self" 
government — of  republicanism.  The  mind  of  the  white  man,  exclu- 
sively weighed  down  by  the  toils  of  the  earth,  is  not  susceptible  of 
that  elasticity — that  pride  of  possession, which  is  the  only  guarantee 
of  self-rights,  farther;  that  the  cultivation  of  the  southern  staples  by 
this  class  o(  beings,  through  a  proper  national  bond,  extends  its  polit- 
ical influence  throughout  the  States,  and  while  they  enjoy  in  this  cli- 
mate, all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  feudal  vassalage,  the  most 
scrupulous  devotee  to  liberty,  cannot  conscientiously  complain. — 
Seventhly,  That  as  surely  as  the  government  of  the  confederacy  as- 
sumes to  legislate  on  the  right  of  the  white  man  to  hold  the  negro  in 
bondage,  so  surely  will  the  confederacy  not  only  disrupt,  but  the  chaii)6 
of  slavery  be  rendered  infinitely  more  galling;  No,  not  even  the  right 
to  emancipate  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  days  have  changed 
their  hue  since  the  discussion  of  the  Missouri  question.  The  immense 
intellectual  strides  of  man  to  a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  real  estate, 
have  cleared  away  the  perception  of  his  relative.  The  Reve- 
elation  of  God  is  abroad. — Natural  Theology  no  longer  upholds  its 
infidel  head. — Man  has  an  unerring  guide  to  right — an  invariable  bea- 
con to  his  conscience.  Fellow  Citizens,  of  the  North;  the  South  has 
been  tried  by  you — for  man)  years  have  you  been  possessed  of  feder- 
al power — you  used  it  mercilessly — Our  feelings  are  still  exasperated 
— Prove,  by  the  forbearance  you  shall  now  discover,  towards  our 
anger  ,that  you  are  conscientiously  prepared  to  do  us  justice.  May  the 
sacred  bonds  of  friendship, riveted  is  our  youth — the  emulous  struggle 
for  perfection — the  purpose  of  our  man  hood  preserve  us  always  from 
the  inroads  of  dissention.
